PUBLIC SCHOOLS WEEK 
This week is Public Schools Week. 
Parents 
should make an effort to visit the schools 
this 
week and see the educational institutions in op­ 
eration. 
The reason for improved educational meth­ 
ods and results is shown by a remark of Reginald 
Bell, associate professor of education at Stanford 
University, 
Professor Bell was asked by a par­ 
ent, “Hasn’t fear a place in the school of today?” 
“Fear of what?” Professor Bell replied. “Of 
the teacher? No, it has no place. The teacher is 
a leader, not a slave driver. Fear of failure? No, 
most schools with a modern viewpoint run on a 
‘no-failure’ plan, believing that children’s interests 
in worthwhile activities will produce normal 
growth which is all they ask of the school for a 
year of time invested. 
Of the school and princi­ 
pal? 
No. 
More harm comes from making chil­ 
dren hate school than from helping them like it 
in the long run. Then, too, fear has bad psycho­ 
logical results—it upsets body health. It has bad 
mental-health results, for it is disturbing to per­ 
sonality, in that it produces over-emotionality. It 
makes children stubborn, or drives them 
away 
from what you want them to like. 
‘Putting fear 
into them ’ is a by-gone philosophy of education.” 
This week parents are urged 
to visit the 
schools where their children attend. They may be 
surprised to notice how things have changed. The 
three “R’s” and the hickory stick long have been 
displaced by modern methods of instruction un­ 
der which children’s leadership and initiative are 
encouraged and their interests developed.
